METLAKAIITLA. 



A lively debate on the MetlakahtU 
troubles took place in the houao yester- 
day, a resolution having been offered by 
Mr. Drake to place the responsibility of 
composing the troubles on tho DoniiiiioM 
Government, whore they rightfully bu- 
long. Mr. McLeoao made a very good 
speech in defence of Mr. Duncan and his 
great work. He was followed by the at- 
torney-general, who delivered one of the 
most eloquent addresses we have ever 
listened to on that or any other subject. 
Tho attorney-general, however, on Mct- 
lakahtla matters, la a pussimist and druw 
a nuiat vivid picture which, we feel per- 
suaded, the state of alHiirs on tho north- 
west coast dues not warrant. Bishop 
Ridley and his few adherents, having 
forced themselves upon the Metlakahtlans, 
aro naturally timid, and they have suc- 
ceeded in imprcBsing the attorney-general 
with the idea that the .situation is danger- 
ous, while it ia just tho revorao. So far 
as we can soo, there is no raoro orderly 
community on the face of the earth than 
that of the Metlakahtlans. They miy 
have niado venial mistakes; in the excite- 
ment of the moment; but their groat 
crime lies in refusing to receive a bishop 
and in placing too great reliance on tho 
words of Lord Dulforin who waa the first 
to point out to them thiit they had titles 
to the lands which had not been extin- 
guished. Mr. Duncan «inie in for a large 
amount of censure and was referred to 
as a traitor by tho attornoy-goiieral; but 
Lord DuU'eriii and liiahup llidloy, who 
are at the root o: all tho trouble, received 
very different treatment. The debate will 
be resumed on Monday. 



A CHANGE OF BASE.

Washnioton, Jan. 27. — The discua- 
biou of tiie London f'.xpioHion has its 
comiuul .side a.s well uh \Ih .scrnoun as- 
pect. One of the uiont faithful and clll- 
cient einployecH of iho Seiuite ia an 
Irisliman, who has been an American 
citizen for many yearn. Hn bus been in 
the service of the Senate for perliaiia 
twenty years and is generally popular.

There ia intense fouling in this country 
a<»ain8t theao dyiiainito (;x[)loHions, and 
Mr. Edmunda has introduced a bill to 
punish any sympathizers with the dy- 
namiters in the United Statea" lu the 
course of a few minutoa another gentle 
man aaid, "Joe, have you heard that 
London has been blown u]) by dyiia- 
mitera'" "Yes," responded Joe, with 
emphasis, "the — rascals ought oveiy 
one to bo hanged."

— The libel suit of 
Mr. W. Jrving Bishop against Mr. 
Maskelyne, of iVIaskelyne Si Cook, tho 
Eg ptian Hall prestidigitators, for con- 
spirany,' was decided to-day. The Court 
a.varded Mr. Bislioi) $50,000. The con- 
apirucy charge consisted in the oxpros- 
aion by Mr. Maskolyne of Mr. Bishop's 
thought reading methods, which the 
latter claimed greatly injured; hia re- 
putation and business.

must undoubtedly arise if Vancouver shonld 
be used as tho name of any other town or 
postollicc in fJritish Columbia. 

'.i. That there already exists a town or 
place in W, 'I', on the Columbia river in the 
liiiiteil States of .\iiierici'. c.'iUed Vancouver, 
anil mall matter intcii(l(Hl for and addressiMl 
to that place freipieiilly miscarries to this 
city, thus proving what has been claimed 
in tho preceding paragraph.

Duncan was as smart ns a steel 
trap, aa slippery as an eel, and when y.iu 
caught him he was so slippery yuu could 
not hold him. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Drako said thai tho reaoliitioii did 
not go far onough; it waaj a bald resolu- 
tion, and iunorod thu ov onco which had 
been aubiiiitted to tho house. Bo had a 
resolution which ho thought went further 
as follows: 

"That, in tho opiniuu of this hoiiso, 
there Aro valid roasune for believing that 



tho Indians of Metlakahtla and the north- 
west coast, yueeo Charlotte Islands, have 
been taught that the Dominion laws re- 
lating to Indians have no application to 
these tribes, and' that tho lands outside 
these reserves are still the property of tho 
Indiana; 

"That these teachinga have led to 
\videa]iread disaatisfaction amongst tho 
Indians, and tho white settlors who aro 
carrying on mining and other important 
industries in the west coast district 
are liable to be seriously interfered 
with; 

■'That, Uiidei the Teruu of Union mid 
the British North America Act, tho con- 
trol of the Indians and management of 
their lands is vested in the Dominion gov- 
ernment;, 

"Resolved, That it is the duty of tho 
Dominion government, at once, to take 
active and energetic aieps to enforce the 
liuliiMi Act in its integrity amongst these 
tribea, and to compel obedionco lo thu 
law; 

" That the jirovincial government pro- 
coed lo carry out tho survey of tho lands 
which u ere reserved for the Church MIb- 

aioiiai y Society. " 

Jlr. Drake .said that he thought tho 
matter was entirely outside of an ecclesi- 
astical dispute . Till! government should 
[irolecl llie ininera, ,ind as it was the Do- 
iiiinion government who should look aftor 
the Indians they should be impressed with 
the necesaity of at once moving in the 
matter. In the meanwhile it was the 
duty of the province to protect its minora 
fruiii any attack on life and |iroi)erty. 

iMr. tiraiil said that he hail much plea- 
aiiro in secouditig the resolution. No 
niibiaaed iierami who had read tho evi- 
dence emild I lo lo any other conclusion 

lliaii ili.it tliere was a very unaatisfjictory 
slate of iiir.iiiM and tho Dominion govern- 
uieiit .sbouhl be urged at once to take ac- 
tion in the inalter. 

Mr. t;,ilbraith said that it was desirable 
to take prooipt aulion and the Indians of 
tho coast and interior should be checked 
in their periiicioii.s ]iraclicea. If the Du- 
miiiii'ii gi iv'eriimeiii refused tn take action 
ill the matter, in wdiat pohitioii would this 
goveriiiiient be iii( .\lr. Cliapleall had 
saul lliat the iiiillative .iliould be taken by 
the local goveriinieiit, and the Dominion 
would contribute to the e.\peiise. It 
Boomed to him that (he provincial govern- 
ment's course was clear, but they had 
taken no action iu ihe matter, and now 
came t" the li' use a^^k them to ihroiv 
the i\ lode .|M.'..| I 01 (ill ihe ahoiildera of the 
Doiiiiiiioii g.iveriiiiieiil. Tliia house should 
know what action the provincial author- 
ities were going to take in the matter be- 
fore its close. Prompt action should bo 
taken \\s the iuMvioeial aulhoritiea and 
the Dioiiiiio'ii iii'i:ed tiia-aist in the pro- 
tection of the lives of white people on tho 
iinrth- west coiiat. 

Mr McLeeso said he thought Mr. 
Drake's reaolulioii did not go far enough; 
thougli the mover of it s;iid that it whs 
not a religioii.H UMiilde he liimatdf consid- 
ered that It was enlirely a religious one, 
and was on account of the two acres in 
dispute at MiRsion Point. He did not see 
that Mr. Duncan was the main mover in 
the trouble, ffir there was no trouble 
till Hiah.op Ridley went tliere. He did 
lint believe in niakiiii; a ac-api'L'oat of .Mr. 
Duncan, an.l if ii was alleiiipled to re- 
move that gentli luaii he lliouL;ht il would 
not remove the grievance but intensify it, 
and Would probalily undo the good he had 
done and cause bloodshed. Let us take 
the bull by the horns and atop the trouble 
at once. ( L iiighlei-.) The speaker re- 
ferred to the eviilence to mIiow that for 10 
j'ears there had been peace and quietness 
and for the last three years, since Bishop 
Ridley's advent, there had been confus- 
ion and discord The bishop had reported 
that ho had been shot at, w hen il was 
shown that it was one of the bishop's 
[liirly who bad tusiied a bullet through tho 
wiiulow as a jwke. Il was evident that 
the biah p wai'ted to got Mr. Duncan out 
and run the whole show alone. It had 
been repnrlcd that the bishop had said to 
.Sir .Mex. Campbell ilial. lie was willing to 
reinovo fiMiii .Mellakalil la. He (Mr. Mc- 
Li'i!he) w.is veiy sorry that he liad not 
carried out th.il iiilioition ,is it would have 
been betier f'U- .Metlakahtla generally. 
He thought the amemlmeiit should bo 
changed and Words inserted requesting 
the biahiq) lo reiiiovo to Fort Simpson. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Orr referreil to the evidonce of 
.Tudiro Elliott, where hn says that ho 
thought it would bo bettor if both the 
geiitlomen left tho north-Host, said ho 
did not believe the iilatemeiila of either 
Mr, Duiic-iii or ISIslo'p Ridley. 

iMr. McLee.iii said that lui did not say 
that Mr. Diiiicau was not wrong in the 
matter. lie liail said iliat b.ith gentle- 
iiieii might be'wroiiL', and it it was so, re- 
move the cause, and urge upon the Do- 
minion giiverHuieiit llie iiecosaity of deal- 
ing with It at ■•nee. Heinovi' the imakea 
of the trouble, no matter who they were. 
(Hear, hear.) The teaching given the 
Indians was a most pernicious one. 

Mr. Cunninghnm asked what wiis meant 
by the last claiiae of !Mr. Itruke's ro."olii- 
tlon relative to laying out tlu^ reserve at 
Mission Point for ihe church missionary 
society. 

Mr. Drako quoted from tho comniis- 

sionor's rejiort and said iliat tho surveyor 
who was sent iq' lo suivu-y the land was 
ordered oil' by ihe Indi.ins. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said he had not intended 
to make any reimtrks, having been one of 
the cuuiinissioners, but so much had been 
said in the house and by tho press ho 
could not rufraiii. Personally he was not 
inaocoril in relioimis seni iiiient with either 
Mr. Duncan or Hishnii Kidley. -Asa mem 
lier of the oovriiinenl he was bound to 
view matters dispassionately and whilo the 
goveriimeiit was hound to all' .rd oipiality 
to all religious claaaes they would violate 
duty by I'ull'og' down any sect at the cx- 
iiuii.ae of another. He was bound to say 
liishop Hidloy and his adherents Ipul not 
by teaching or olherw iae broken iho law. 
It was otherwise with .Mr Duncan and 
others so far aa teaching waa concerned. 
He referred to .Mr. Duncan ,iiid iMr. Crosby. 
The latti'r Hccmaling to Mr. O'Reilly's 
uviduiice had preached the Indian title to 
the Indians. So also iM r. Duncan '.vho, 
according to the evidenco of White and 
Cluugh, had taught tho Indians the gov- 
urnnioiit were ftealilig the land. Mr. 
Duncan though present when White made 
the statement did not deny it. Airaiii,Mr. 
Diincaii had said they wanted no con- 
stables at iMellakahlla. He denied it;but 
both While and CloUidi hail aworii to it. 
I'eisoiis wloi used .oirh laiigiiagu were 
triiltora to the coiiolry in which they 
lived. Lord DiiUerin had 'oeen e-xtremely 
iiijudicinus ia his remarks and while ho 
was not fre.i from criticism why should 
porsoiiH who hapiiened to be missionaries 
be free from ceii.'-iiie. lie had good rea- 
son to value religious a.", well as civil 
liberty, still no government could brook 
seditious teaching. The land question 
was bound up in the two acres which wore 
not part, of thu reserve. It ought to be 
aurvoyeil for and by the govenimeiit to 
stamp out the pernicious doetrino ad- 
vocated by the miaainiianes. It would 
have boon done when the Satellite wiia 
there but for tho commissioners lindiug 



out it would be resisted, and they knew 
the commission had ao authority to direct 
a survey. It could not, in his opinion, 
bo done without the landing of an armed 
force. How could tho report under auch 
circuniatancos bo characterized aa warlike. 
Thoy who should resist the survey, or 
rather counsel resistance,- would bo re- 
sponsible for trouble, and he regretted 
the Indians should over have had such 
teachings. Ho did not believe there 
would be war. Only in one event could 
it happen when in desperation at losing 
power Mr. Duncan would drivetliuTiulians 
iu rebellion. Tho liiacoiiieiil on the Skeeoii 
would be removed by tliu lirm dealing with 
tho Metlakahtla questluu. Uiveu a want 
of decision on that question and Indian 
troubles would increase. Both Indians 
and miners had good souse enough to 
avoid bloodshed if the Indians wore not 
stirred up. Tho government did nut iii- 
teiid sending up a large force of constables 
but a reasonably sulticieiit uuniber of ufli- 
cers would be diaputched ao that proper 
authority should bo roproseiited. The 
minority were cruelly treated at Metla- 
kahtla. They were Tsimpseans and on- 
titled to bo upon the largo 100 milo re- 
servo of which Metlakahtla formed a 
part. It waa queer (Jliristianity which 
precluded them from building shelter 
against the iiicleiiieiicy of tho weather 
and reminded biiii uf religious bigotry 
motod out ill tho early history uf the New 
England States. As well might a ma- 
jority sect in Victoria oKctude all now 
comers unless thoy subscribed to a religi 
ous test. It was lamentable that the 
good tcachiiii; of many years should by 
reason of trade and less of power be now 
changed into disloyally, .^loril aearcliiiig 
enquiry failed to elicit either from Mr. 
Duncan or tho Indians any real cause of 
dissatisfaction. 

.Mr. ('unnigham here said he would with- 
draw his resolution and allow lhat of tlie 
lion, memlier for Yietmia city to take its 
)ilaee, although he wa.s led . utiroly clear on 
the land mat tor. 

Mr. .-Vlleii iiiovoil tliaf Ihe coiiiiiiiltee rise 
and report progress, and ask • leave to sit 
again on Monday to allow Iho production 
of further evideiieo. 

Mr. ttiiint urged that positive lucasuros 
should bo taken bcfoi-e the next steauii'r 
went north. 

Mr. Duusmuir said lhat he did not be- 
lieve there was any cause fur alarm. I'eo- 

])le made t uueh of tho idle .■hit-chat of 

the village and iimgiiilied it into an inten- 
tion to rebel. Tho state of tilings was not 
serious, and it would do mi Inirni to let 
till! matter lie over. 

Hon. .Mr. Davie saiil that Mr. Elliott s 
correspondonce showed that bo (oared to 
leave the village lost aa overt act should be 
coiuuiittod. 

Ml. DiiliSlliuii' — Fuitr! V»'hy, liu'a lieoii 
in town six weeks. What is ho doing here 
if there is fear of war up north? Hon. 
gentlemen are niakiiig too nincb fuss over 
this matter allogetlier 

Hon. iMr. Davie said the Indiana had 
given their words before _lMr. Elliott left 
that tliey would nut di.iturl) the peace. 

Mr. Dunainuir — Does not that allow 
there is no danger? 

Mr. Davie waa understood to aay soino- 
thing about tho bishop. 

Mr. Duusmuir replied that moat of tho 
stories were piece and parcel with thu atory 
that the bishop was tired at, which proved 
to have arisen fruiu a bullet w hich ono of 
his own people tossed in at a window. 

iMr. Dingwall referred to tho outrageous 
acta of Mr. Duncan in iiiiijrisoiiiiig an In- 
dian in a cell chiai' to a privy. When the 
gunboat went up the prisoner waa sitting 
at a window reading T/n^ ('iiliniiat. (Laugh- 
ter.) When Ihe gunboat wont away he 
waa sent down below again. Afterwards 
tho man came to Victoria and died. 

Mr. Oalbraith — Did tho honorable gou- 
tlcinan say it waa TVic (jiloiii.-it lhat do - 
stroycd him/ (^Laughter.) 

iMr. Dingwell — Not at all; it probably 
kiqit him alive while in prison. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Duck said tho miaaionaries had 
done a great deal of gond in the past; 
but wdien they undertook to dabble in 
jiolitics they traveled beyond their sphere. 
Ho did not feel compelenl to decide he- 
twoon Bishop Ridley and Mr. Duncan. 
Every man was entitled to worship God 
according to tho dictates of his conscience, 
or not wors!ii|i Him at all. He eulogized 
the career of Mr. Duncan, but said lhat 
when the iiii.ssioimriea joined with tho 
savages to drive nut tho whites they 
descentlod below the level of ordinary 
criminals, and it was high timo that those 
miscreants were made to fool tho strong 
arm of the law. Tho thing in itself wa.s 
so wicked that it staggered belief. lie 
trusted that the uvideiice was inoro than 
exaggerated. If it waa Iriie the 001111111.5- 
sioiiers had drawn it luild; indeed, the 
time for speech w as passed and the time 
for action had arrived. Was it possible 
that the men who hiculcated such doc- 
trines among tho Indians were still 
prowling in their midst ! Perhaps our 
brothers even now were being slauiihterod 
— butchered. The man who would 
prompt tho suvago to acts of violoaco ia a 
traitor to society. No time was lo bo 
lost. Tho U'.imiuion government should 
bo informed of tile insecurity of the 
Bottlers on tliu northwest coast, and he 
hoped an Indian war '.voiild bo averted. 
(.\pplau8u. ) 

Tho committee hero roso and reported 
progress. 

UISCK1.IANK0DH. 
Atr. Theo. Davio proposed that when tho 
bouse ro.so it should stand adjourned until 

.Monday. 

Hon. Mr. Siuithe olijocted to the house 
adjourning until Monday ns it would delay 
the legislation on tho Coal Harbor agree- 
nieut. Adjonruniciit should bo untilFriday. 

Mr. Orr asked that the agreement be- 
tween thu government and the syndicoto 
be furnished luenibors. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that there waa only 
a draft agreeiiiont as yet, and the snbst.iinee 
of it was ill the correspoiideiici> which liiiil 
been submitted to the house. However, he 
had no objection to showing the draft agrei;- 
uutiit to any moinlKn' who wished to see it. 

Mr. Oalbraith said he wished to say a 
word ou this mattrr. The hou. leader of 
tho government had 11 resolution on the 
orders for some tiiao asking this house lo 
ratify an agreement which ho now said had 
not been entered into.

London, Feb. 3. — It ia stated in diplo- 
matic circles that the governments ofBussia 
and America are parleying iu regard to a 
treaty for the extradition of dynamiters.

U is be- 
lieved that an attempt is coutomplatod to 
socuro Cunningham's release by blowing 
up tho front of the prison with dynamite 
and giving the prisoners au opportunity to 
escape during tho confusion.

Tho republic 
will, ero long, ohdm adniittanco into tho 
F.uropeiin AroipngiiH wlii.!>.>v..r de!'.!!!!" with 
ijtiestions pertaining to interests outside 
the boundaries of the Kurojiean coutiiioiit. 
England's duty, therefore, is to make tho 
most of this great fact. IJIood is thicker 
than water. The I'nited States is Englaud's 
natural ally. After tho federation of tho 
British empire, there will remriii for tho 
British statesman no task comparable iu 
importance to that of the conclusion of an 
alliance between Great Britain and the 
Great Bopublic which sprang from Eng- 
laud's loins. This itUianco," the article 
concludes, "should be ns close and as nso- 
ful to the two groat English Hpeakiiig people 
as that between Austria and (.io-many." 

-Tho Manchester Cham- 
ber of Connnercohas announced tho receipt 
of news coutiruiing tho report that Portugal 
has annexed both banks of tho Congo river. 

BojiB, Fob. 3. — The second expedition to 
tho Red Sea, which it is nuiiouuced the 
government will dispatch ou Saturday next, 
will bo. t-wice the strength of that ■which 
recently reached Assab Bay. 

London, Feb. 3. — Tho police this ovoniug 
made another important arrestiu coijuoction 
with tho recent dynaniito explosions. Tho 
prisoner has been pursued sovoral days, 
ami was finally run down by Police Inspec- 
tors Jarvis and Aberliiie, who have boon 
conducting the prosecution against Cunning- 
ham. It is believed by the police that tho 
man now under arrest was au accomplice of 
Cunningham. . A brown box, which was 
purchased in Whitechapel, and substituted 
for Cunningham's brown trunk in his Pros- 
cott street lodgings, and wbich mj-^.terions- 
ly disappeared from his room iu Sonirboro 
street inimodiatoly aftor tho explosion, was 
found in the possession of the nmn arrest- 
ed this evening. Tho prisoner was dis- 
covered in Whitechapel, not far from tho 
lodgings last occupied by Cnnuinghani. It 
is said that the police found in the prison- 
er's possosaion, beside tho browu box, 
other ovideuco of a very important nature, 
and all the necessary means of establishing 
his identity, lie will bo arraigned to-mor- 
row. 

Dublin, Fob. 3. — The Irish Nationalista 
are circulating a report here to tho oflfoet 
that Mrs. Dudley was in the pay of Ihe 
English government, and was sent to New 
York by tho Loudon polio'e. 

CHINA. 

Paeis, Fob. 3. — Admiral Courbet tele- 
graphs the war oUice to-day that the French 
forces, after a severe fight, carried tho 
Chinese works commaiidiug tho Kelung 
iiiiues. Ho states that the French troops 
lost nine killed and S3 wounded during tho. 
ougageiueut. Tho Chinese loss was heavy. 

EOYPT. 

Cairo, Feb. 3. — Major Chormsido has ar- 
rived hero. Tho Arabs made an attack up- 
on tho convoy sent to Kassala and a stub- 
born fight ensued, resulting iu the repulse 
of the Arabs, who left 5000 dead upon tho 
hold. Tho convoy lost 50 men killed. 

Five thousand tioops will bo sent by 
King John, of Abissyiiia, to relievo the gar- 
rison at (ialadot and ilerali. 

Paiiis, Feb. :i. — It is reported hero that 
two well known German ollicers and ono 
Frenchman wero among the killed on El 
Mahdi's side at the recent battle iu the 
Soudan. 

CANADA. 

OrrAWA, Fob. '2. Sir Alex. Campbell, 
minister of justico, states that during the 
coming session of parliament the question 
of more extended application of the extra- 
dition treaty will be carefully considered, 
with a view to inducing the British gov- 
ornmciit to secure a more liberal treaty 
with the United States, by which tho in- 
terests of both Caniida and tho United 
States may not be aacrificed aa tliay at 
present ate under tho e.xisting treaty. 

A French Canadian named Sacari, 
placed planks across the toboggap slide in 
this city hast night, and retired to watch, 
A lad named Pauliu, crashed into the 
ubslructioii and was killed instantly. 
Sacari was arrested.

A cari'ful survey of this record reveals 
the lact that men take tlio lead in Iap.se3 
t)f memory, with a haiiilsoinu footini; of 
ernint overcoats, yiigiaiil cjiiie.s, and disin 
lieritwl umbrellius, while the gciillcr -c.K 
evince an elegant di-.r< gard uf portc. iiion- 
naics, shopping-bags and para--(ils. l?ut 
the ki.ser is not a eonsiTx al 1. c individual. 
He revels in ecceiil ricities and s\ir|iris(-s. 
One of the guild, on his way home from 
Arizona, rcceiiLly coiilributcd u whole col- 
ony of horned toads in a paste board bo.x, 
which ligured as the sensation of tlie sea- 
son. One recreant 0;iklandcr lalclv left a 
larjj;e llour-saek under his scat, and as tlie 
sti-iiig was cut in the piocess of investiga- 
tion. tw(] caf.s leaped u|)oii the olUcc floor, 
and wilh arched backs uud plumed UiiU 
protested against tho invasion of their 
traveling ajjartment.

1'os.sibly sduie friend is on the olil 
gentleman's track, intcndii.g some diiv fo 
surprise him with a full nsiitution ;il' hi.y 
forgotten treasures. There are men, liriw- 
ever, who make a practice of r. niaining 
on hoard until the last i)asseiiL'> r h;i.-, left 
the car, and then walk from end lo ind on 
the lookout for valuables.
